If  three  score  years  and  ten  be  ibe  number 
of  years  allotted  to  msm*s  pilgrimage,  I  have 
reached  the  half-way  house  of  life  to-day. 

But  the  average  of  human  life  is  far  below 
this  mark,  that  flatters  the  multitude  with  the 
hope  that  their  goal  is  away  in  the  distance. 

I  am  now  beyond  the  period  which  the  most 
of  my  fellows  reach.  .More  than  half  of  the 
human  family  die  before  thee  are  as  old  as  1 
am.  My  time  then  is  nearly  out.  Let  me 
see  what  has  been  done. 

Half  way  to  the  journey’s  end  !  More  than 
that  in  years,  am  1  as  far  as  that  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  on  which  I  was  sent ! 

“  Life  is  the  lime  lo  serve  the  Lord.” — 
Have  1  done  half  that  God  would  have  me 
do,  in  the  vineyard  which  he  gave  me  to 
keep  ?  My  own  heart,  my  house,  my  neigh¬ 
borhood,  my  country,  my  world,  have  I  done 
half  that  is  required  at  my  hands  for  these  ! 
All  that  I  have  done  could  be  reckoned  quick¬ 
ly,  and  w’ould  be  hardly  worth  the  minute  it 
would  lake  to  measure  it.  It  looks  small  to 
me,  smaller  to  my  neighbors,  and  in  God’s 
sight  is  contemptible.  1  have  lefl  undone 
much  that  I  ought  to  have  done,  and  have  done 
many  things  that  1  ought  not.  An  unprofit¬ 
able  servant,  truly,  and  worthy  of  many 
stripes.

statement  of  Facts  Concerning 
Kemper  College  other  Matters. 

(OOWCtliOBD.) 

PROPOSAL  TO  SAVE  KEMPER  COLLEGE. 

We  come  now  to  coneider  the  proposition  made 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Hatcbinson  and  bis  friends  to 
save  the  College  propertj  from  alienation.  This 
transaction  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the  in¬ 
dictment  against  us ;  aud  as  a  majority  of  us  were 
personally  concerned  in  it,  we  claim  to  speak  un- 
derstandingly  on  the  subject  It  will  be  necessa¬ 
ry  for  us,  with  a  new  to  make  this  point  clear,  to 
detail  fuUy  the  circumstances  attending  the  lots 

the  College. 

In  the  summer  of  1845  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Dio¬ 
cesan  Convention,  visited  the  East  for  the  purpose 
of  soliciting  pecuniary  aid  to  relieve  the  College 
Irom  its  embarrassments.  In  the  fall  he  returned 
and  reported  that  his  mission  had  been  entirely 
fruitless.  Shortly  after  this  announcement  the 
College  property  was  advertised  by  the  Sheriff 
for  sale,  to'satisfy  a  judgment  of  about  92,000,  in 
favor  of  the  original  contractors  for  the  erection  of 
the  buildings,  which  bad  been  stayed  to  await  the 
result  of  the  Bishop’s  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the 
Church  in  the  Such  was  the  state  of  things 

when  suddenly  the  public  were  astounded  by  the 
rumor  that  a  negotiation  was  going  on  betweey 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  County  Court  for  a 
sale  of  the  College  property  to  the  latter  for  a 
Poor  House.  On  enquiry  it  was  ascertained  that 
such  a  proposition  was  before  the  Court,  and  that 
a  committee  bad  been  appointed  by  that  tribunal 
to  visit  the  premises,  for  the  purpose  of  examina¬ 
tion,  before  final  action  thereon.  The  proposition 
(which,  let  it  be  remembered,  did  not  emanate 
from  the  Court,  as  has  been  stated,  but  from  the 
Board,  or  some  person  or  persons  authorized,  or 
who  assumed,  to  act  for  the  Board)  was  not  ac¬ 
cepted,  the  Court  preferring  to  take  its  chance  as 
a  bidder  at  the  Sfaerifi^ssale.  The  reason  assign¬ 
ed  for  this  strange  proceeding  by  some  of  those 
concerned  in  it,  was,  that  Mr.  Hutchinson  was 
anxious  to  buy  the  property,  and  it  was  determin¬ 
ed  he  should  not  have  it  in  his  power  to  do  so? — 
The  astonishment  and  mortification  which  this  dis¬ 
closure  created  in  the  minds  of  the  friends  of  the  ' 
College  and  the  Church  in  Su  Louis  can  scarcely 
be  imagined.  A  solemn  protest*  was  publislied 
over  the  names  of  many  of  them  against  such  a 
desecration  of  the  property — insisting  that  if  the 
Institution  must  die,  its  guardians  and  friends 
ought  nut  to  be  its  executioners.  Under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  such  remonstrances  the  Board  was  con¬ 
vened,  and  as  the  last  alternative  left  them,  a  com* 
mittee  was  appointed  to  make  an  appeal  for  aid  to 
the  friends  of  education  in  St.  Louis.  This  com¬ 
mittee  reported  at  a  subsequent  meeting  that  their 
efforts  were  wholly  unsuccessful,  and  there  now 
seemed  to  be  no  hope  whatever  of  rescuing  the 
College.  Mr.  H.,  as  we  have  seen,  had  been 
charged  with  the  selfish  and  criminal  design  of 
getting  possession  of  the  College  property  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  private  gain,  anddiis  friends  therefore  re¬ 
volved  not  to  interfere  at  all  with  tlie  efforts  of  the 
Board  to  keep  posseMioo  of  it,  but  to  afford  them 
every  opportunity  for  saving  it.  They  had  deter¬ 
mine  that  whatever  they  did  in  this  trying 
emergency,  should  be  done  in  the  last  extremity, 
when  the  Institution  had  been  wholly  given  up  by 
its  legal  guardians  and  fully  surrendered  to  its 
fate.  To  this  point  things  had  pow  arrived,  and 
they  met  under  a  solemn  sense  of  duty  and  respon¬ 
sibility  to  deliberate  what  was  best  to  be  done  at 
this  solemn  crisis.  The  Board  being  convened  at 
their  request,  they  proposed  through  their  commit¬ 
tee, — 

1st.  That  the  actual  amount  of  the  debts  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  should  be  ascertsined. 

2d.  Thatou  condition  that  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  per. 
mitted  to  resume  his  position  as  President  of  the  CoU 
ege,  and  of  such  a  change  in  the  organization  of  the 
psrd  as  would  in  their  opinion  secure  harmonj  and 
'iency  in  the  adininiatration  of  its  affaira,  they  would 
au-r^r  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  the  relief  of 
ne  College. 

This  is  the  sut^tance  of  the  proposition  to  the 
iloiirt ;  and  we  will  now  give  the  reasons  and 
nolives  for  it 

1st.  It  was  the  pert  of  windom  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  indebtedness  before  Urey  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  the  debts. 

2d.  They  insisted  on  the  conditions  contained 
in  the  second  branch  of  the  proposition  for  various 
£afion8:  in  the  first  place,  they  deemed  Mr.  H., 
ly  well  qualified  for  the  place  of  Presi- 
very  best  man  that  could  be  induced 
.  it,^^  fhe  facts  heretofore  printed, 

_  his  adminislWttWMlC-ifie  College  affairs 
e  been  prosperous  and  meritorious  in  a  high 
ce,  and  the  unsuccessful  efforts  of  the  Board 
procure  a  suitable  successor,  abundantly  es- 
.blish.  The  College  debt  due  him  was  upwards 
of  810,000,  and  as  he  was  willing,  though  at  con¬ 
siderable  personal  sacrifice,  to  indulge  the  Bcmrd 
as  to  this  debt,  it  made  the  amount  to  be  raised 
for  the  immediate  relief  of  the  Institution  small 
in  proportion  to  the  whole  amount  of  its  indebted¬ 
ness  ;  while  at  the  same  time  it  furnished  a  mo¬ 
tive,  which  no  other  President  would  have,  to 
conduct  the  affoirs  of  the  College  on  the  most 
economical  rcale,  and  to  exert  more  than  ordinary 
energy  to  advance  its  prosperity,  as  a  means,  the 
6ooner,of  reimbursing  to  himself  the  large  amount 
which  he  had  generously  advanced  for  its  support 
la  fine,  they  knew  him  well,  entertained  for  him 
the  highest  respect  and  confidence,  both  in  regard 
to  his  abilities  and  merits,  and  believed,  as  they  do 
still,  that  he  was  the  only  person,  to  whom,  under 
all  the  circumstances,  the  destiny  of  the  College 
could  with  entire  safety  and  propriety  be  com¬ 
mitted.  It  was  not  to  be  expect^,  under  other 
circumstances,  that  he  would  be  able,  no  matter 
how  much  inclined  to  do  so,  to  allow  his  money 
to  remain  invested  in  the  College  property  with¬ 
out  receiving  even  the  interest  on  it,  as  had  been 
the  case  for  a  long  time  previously ;  while  he  was 
gratuitously  devoting  himself,  body  and  mind,  to 
the  building  up  of  a  new  and  feeble  congregation. 
Past  experience,  too,  as  we  have  before  ^own, 
demonstrated  the  necessity  of  a  change  in  the 
Board  before  he  could  with  propriety  resume  his 
position  as  President  of  the  College ;  for  what¬ 
ever  may  be  said  to  the  contrary,  and  although 
the  records  of  the  Board  are  silent  on  the  subject, 
it  is  certain  that  he  could  not  reasonably  expect 
a  peaceful  and  successful  career  as  President,  so 
long  as  the  Board  continued  as  then  constituted. 
Certainly  this  proposition  is  no  evidence  to  sus¬ 
tain  the  charge  of  hostility  to  the  Bishop,  and  of 
partizan  designs ;  for  by  the  organization  proposed 
about  two-thirds  of  the  old  Board  were  retained,  j 
soith  the  Bishop  as  President.  Nor  was  it  from  ! 
animosity  or  disrespect  to  them  that  it  was  pro¬ 
posed  to  certain  members  of  the  Board  to  vacate 
their  seats ;  but  circumstances — may  we  not  say 
the  necessity  of  the  case — in  the  opinion  of  those 
connected  with  this  transaction,  demanded  the 
performance  of  a  painful  duty,  and  that  duty  was 
discharged,  as  it  ought  to  have  been,  in  a  frank 
and  fearless  manner.  Mr.  Spalding  (to  whom  our 
aesailants  very  justly  refer  as  a  man  incapable  of 
lending  himself  to  the  unworthy  purposes  of  a 
foction)  approved  of  the  proposition  and  pledged 
himself  to  sustain  it  by  a  contribution  of  91.000, 
— as  bis  letter  written  to  one  of  the  committee,  i 
with  a  knowledge  that  such  a  propoeiton  would 
probably  be  made,  will  testify  :  and  this  excellent 
man  and  true  friend  of  the  College  and  the 
Church,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  previously 
to  the  one  at  which  the  proposition  was  consider¬ 
ed,  anticipating  that  it  would  be  presented,  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  wise  in  the 
Board  to  accept  such  a  proffer,  if  the  College 
could  thereby  be  saved.  And  had  he  not  been 
absent  from  the  city  at  the  time,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  it  would  have  been  ac¬ 
cepted.  The  Bishop,  too,  aflerwards  expressed 
to  a  member  of  the  Board  his  regret  that  the 
proposition  had  been  rejected.  Where  then  is 
the  evidence  of  faction  and  hostility  to  “  rightful 
authority”  which  this  transaction  is  instanced  to 
prove? 

But  the  proposition  was  rejected.  Let  us  glance 
at  some  of  the  reasons  assigned  for  its  rejection. 
The  only  one  which  to  our  minds  has  the  aspect 
of  plausibility  even,  is  that  it  contained  **  no 
pledge  or  assurance  of  final  relief  from  embarrass¬ 
ment.”  And  yet  we  are  informed  by  a  member 
of  the  Board  that  when  this  objection  was  raised 
in  the  diKussion  of  the  subject,  he  stated  to  the

Board  that  if  they  would  accept  the  proposition 
•abject  to  such  a  condition^  he  would  gnaraiitpe 
that  ample  security  could  and  would  be  given  on 
this  he^.  But  the  respectability,  and  peeuoiary 
responsibility,  of  those  on  whode  behalf  the  pro- 
pobitiou  was  made  to  the  Board,  was  too  well 
known  and  eatabluihed  to  admit  ^  any  doubt  on 
this  subject — an  all-mfficient  guXantee  for  the 
performance  of  any  undertaking  they  might  as- 
rome.  And,  certainly,  the  importance  of  the  ob¬ 
ject  would  have  fully  justified  the  Board  in  per¬ 
mitting  the  effort  to  be  made,  even  if  they  bad 
doubta  about  its  succeao.  Another  reason  asaign- 
ed,  (which  is  the  substance  of  the  whole,)  is  that 
”  the  control  of  the  College  was  to  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Hatchill^<on,  by  a  regular  bar¬ 
gain  and  sale  of  rightsand  privileges!”  Strange 
It  is  that  this  consideration  about  **  rights  and 
privileges”  did  not  suggest  itself  when  the  pro¬ 
perty  was  offered  to  the  County  for  a  Poor  House! 
But  we  do  not  see  the  force  of  this  objection, 
when  it  is  considered  that  the  Board  had  confessed 
their  entire  inability  to  save  the  College  by  pro¬ 
posing  to  sell  it,  and  that  it  was  now  about  to  pass 
out  ot  their  hands,  nolens  volens,  by  process  of 
law,  and  its  balls  of  learning  to  be  converted  into 
the  habitation  of  paupers.  What  **  rights  and 
psivilegea”  would  remain  to  the  Board  after  such 
a  consummation,  we  leave  our  readers  to  deter¬ 
mine.  But  it  was  not  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  and 
his  friends  to  buy  the  College  or  any  of  iis  **  rights 
or  privileges;”  this  they  could  have  accomplished 
by  another  and  easier  method.  They  propoeed 
simply  to  relieve  it  from  its  present  critical  situa¬ 
tion,  on  condition  of  its  being  placed  under  such 
control  and  management  as  in  their  opinion  was 
necessary  to  insure  its  perpetuity  aud  prosperity, 
and  thus  afford  them  some  guarantee  that  their 
liberality  would  not  be  exercised  in  vain.  They 
certainly  liad  the  right  to  judge  of  the  terms  on 
which  -they  would  ^vauce  their  money.  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  not  they,  were  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  present  condition  of  the  College ;  and 
being  unable  to  save  it  themselves,  we  would  sup¬ 
pose  that  any  arrangement  by  which  it  could 
saved  for  the  purposes  of  education  ought  to  have 
been  preferred  by  the  Board  to  the  desecration 
which  awaited  its  halls. 

It  is  due  to  Mr.  Hutchinson  to  state  that  this 
proposition  did  not  originate  with  him,  but  that  it 
was  with  reluctance  he  yielded  to  the  wishes  of 
bis  friends  so  far  as  to  allow  his  name  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  that  connection.  So  much  had  his  mo¬ 
tives  snd  conduct  in  regard  to  the  College  and  its 
property  been  misconceived  and  misrepresented, 
that  be  fell  averse  to  assuming  again  such  a  re¬ 
sponsibility. 

But  had  it  been  the  purpose  of  Mr.  H.  and  his 
friends,  as  charged,  to  get  possession  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  convert  it  to  party  uses,  as  has  been  re¬ 
marked  above,  a  simpler  and  easier  method  of  ac¬ 
complishing  their  design  was  within  their  reach. 
They  had  but  to  wait  for  the  day  of  sale,  when  it 
would  have  been  no  difficult  achievement,  with 
I  the  aid  of  the  large  fund  secured  to  him  on  the 
property,  to  transfer  the  title  from  the  old  Board 
I  to  such  Trustees  as  they  might  select ;  and  they 
!  could  88  readily  have  obtained  from  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  another  College  charter.  But  they  had  no 
such  designs.  Their  sole  object  was  to  save  a 
valuable  Institution,  with  the  hope  and  belief  that 
under  belter  auspices  it  would  yet  be  a  blessing 
I  and  an  honor  alike  to  the  Church  and  to  the  coun¬ 


quest,  throws  a^itional  light  on  this  transaction. 
The  italics  are  our  own  : 

In  the  fall  of  1645,  while  Kemper  College  was  ad¬ 
vertised  for  sale  to  satisfy  a  judgment  against  it  of 
about  $2,000,  a  proposition  was  made  to  the  County 
Court  to  sell  the  land  and  buildings  to  the  County  for 
an  alms-house.  This  information  caused  a  protest  to 
be  published  in  the  New  Era  of  this  city  under  the 
names  of  many  of  the  friends  of  the  College,  and 
among  them,  my  own.  On  tlic  day  of  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  this  protest,  the  Bishop  visited  my  residence, 
about  four  miles  from  St  Louis,  and  I  judged  from  the 
tenor  of  his  remarks  in  relation  tu  the  subject,  that  he 
regietted  my  haviw  signed  the  pafer  protesting  against 
the  sale  to  the  Codnty.  1  expressed  to  him  my  desire 
that  the  sale  under  the  judgment  might  be  postponed 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  by  any  ar¬ 
rangement  the  College  could  be  redeemed,  and  inti 
mated  at  the  same  time  my  willingness  to  contribute 
$2,000  to  that  object.  The  result  was  that  I  authorized 
the  Bishop  to  say  to  the  plantifTs  attorney  that  in  case 
of  the  postponement  of  the  sale  under  his  execution  to 
the  April  term  of  the  Court,  the  judgment  should  be 
then  •'.atlsfied.  A  day  or  two  afterwards  I  informed 
some  of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Hutchinson  that  I  was 
willing  to  contribute  the  above-named  sum  to  save  the 
College, //roetded  Mr.  H.  could  be  placed  at  its  head,  on 
which  1  considered  its  stability  and  usefulness,  under 
the  circumstances,  mainly  depended. — They  were  of 
opinion  that  my  object  could  be  accomplished  by  some 
change  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Bishop  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  chairman.  To  this  I  acceded.  The  proposi¬ 
tion  was  made  to  the  Board  and  rejected.  It  is  due  to 
Mr.  Hutchinson  and  bis  friends  to  state  that  my  course 
in  this  matter  was  not  influenced  by  any  consultation 
with  them  ;  that  I  never  conversed  with  any  of  them 
on  the  subject  until  I  had  formed  the  determination 
expressed  above.  If  tlie  contrary  has  been  asserted, 
as  I  understand  it  has,  it  is  not  true.  In  my  first  in- 
terview  with  Mr.  H.  on  the  subject,  he  evidently 
evinced  an  untcUlingness  to  undertake  again  the  ad. 
ministration  of  the  College.  J.  O’Fallo.v 

The  history  of  the  loss  of  Kemper  College,  then, 
resolves  itself  into  this :  that  a  minority  of  about 
one-third  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  preferred  the 
destruction  of  the  Institution  to  its  salvation  at  the 
expense  of  their  seats  in  the  Board.  They  de¬ 
liberately  determined  to  drive  the  ship  upon  the 
breakers  sooner  than  give  up  the  helm.  This 
conclusion  is  inevitable — there  is  no  escape  from 
it. 

Churchmen  in  the  East  will  naturally  enquire 
why  it  was,  after  it  had  been  ascertained  that  the 
Board  would  not  allow  the  College  to  be  saved  on 
the  terms  proposed,  that  it  was  permitted  to  be 
sold  and  desecrated  to  profane  uses,  when  it  was 
in  the  power  of  some  of  its  friends  to  prevent  it 
The  reasons  are  brieffy  and  simply  these : — Just 
on  the  eve  of  the  sale  of  the  College  properly,  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  having 
wholly  failed.  Col.  O’Fallon  proposed  to  donate 
about  forty  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  city  limits, 
and  91t000,  as  the  foundation  of  a  new  College, 
to  be  based  on  liberal  Protestant  principles. 
Though  not  strictly  speaking  a  Church  Institution, 
it  was  to  be  under  the  control  of  Episcopalians, 
while  at  the  same  time  other  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tions  were  to  be  allowed  a^representation  in  its 
councils.  In  view  of  this  generous  proposition,  it 
was,  after  mature  deliberation  on  the  snbj^t, 
deemed  best  for  the  cause  of  Protestant  education 
in  the  West,  and  for  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the 
Church  in  Missouri,  to  a^ndon  Kemper  College 
to  the  fate  to  which  some  of  its  professed  friends 
seemed  determined  to  consign  it ;  and  to  endeavor 
to  repair  the  injury  thus  inflicted  on  those  ft iends 
of  the  Church  in  the  East  whose  generosity  had 
reared  it,  by  building  in  its  stead  an  Institution  on 
a  new,  and,  as  was  thought,  a  better  foundation. 
For  it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  Kemper  Col¬ 
lege,  even  under  the  best  auspices,  would  soon  re¬ 
cover  from  the  effects  of  the  dissensions  and  pre¬ 
judices  which  the  few  years  of  its  existence  had 
sufficed  to  produce;  and  the  proposition  now  made, 
besides  affording  an  entirely  new  and  different 
foundation,  was  thought  to  be  intrinsically  and  in 
a  pecuniary  point  of  view  of  much  greater  value 
than  the  old  establishment,  encumbered  as  it  was 
with  a  heavy  debt.  Besides,  the  position  of  Mr. 
H.  and  his  friends  was  one  of  extreme  delicacy  in 
I  regard  to  the  College  properly.  He  had  been  ac¬ 
cused  of  having  wilfully  embarrassed  the  property 
for  purposes  of  piivate  speculation ;  and  his  friends 
were  charged  with  the  design  to  acquire  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  College  for  mere  party  ends.  And  had 
the  property  been  purchased  by  them,  the  fact 
would  have  been  claimed  by  their  enemies  as  a 
verification  of  their  uncharitable  suspicion.  Under 
these  circumstances,  it  was  determined  to  make 
DO  further  effort  to  preserve  Kemper  College; 
but  that  whatever  of  means  and  energy  could  be 
commanded  for  the  purpose  should  be  devoted  to 
the  new  enterprise.  We  are  thus  endeavoring  to 
make  to  the  friends  of  education  and  of  the  Church 
in  the  East  some  amend  for  the  loss  of  their  noble 
and  disinterested  charity.

'he  making  and  the  furnishing  of  intoxi- 
liquor,  the  advertising  of  it,  and  the 
ng  of  buildings  for  the  sale  of  it,  to  be 
sed  as  a  beverage,  is,  in  our  view,  wrong, 
ought  to  be  universally  abandoned. 

These  truths  from  the  pulpit,  the  press,  and 
in  various  other  ways,  have,  for  years,  been 
proclaimed  and  extensively  circulated  by  mul¬ 
titudes  of  people.  Millions  have  embraced 
them,  and  acted  accordingly.  So  far  as  this 
has  been  done,  drunkenness  and  its  evils  have 
ceased,  and  all  the  great  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity  have  been  promoted.  Should  all  take 
the  same  course,  not  a  drunkard  or  drunkard- 
maker  would  be  found,  and  one  of  the  most 
fruitful  sources  of  human  wickedness  and  wo 
would  be  removed.  The  government  of  Je¬ 
hovah  is  so  good,  that  a  drunkard  cannot  be 
made  under  it  except  through  the  violation  of 
its  laws.  And  if,  through  such  violation,  one 
has  become  a  drunkard,  and  sunk,  as  multi¬ 
tudes  have  done,  to  the  lowest  depths  of  deg¬ 
radation,  let  him  cease  to  perpetuate  his  druiiK- 
enness,  and  the  kind  providence  of  God  will 
soon  make  him  sober,  and  will  keep  him 
sober  till  he  dies,  on  one  condition,  and  that 
a  most  reasonable  one,  viz  :  that  he  shall  not 
continue  by  his  own  wickedness  to  make 
himself  a  drunkard.  Let  him  abstain  from 
the  drunkard’s  drink,  and  he  shall  avoid  the 
drunkard's  character,  the  drunkard’s  guilt, 
and  the  drunkard’s  woes. 

Many,  very  many,  have  been  induced  to  do 
this,  and  some  of  them  have  become  highly 
useful  in  various  ways,  and  especially  in  lead¬ 
ing  others  to  follow  their  example.  For  a 
time  their  success  in  this  was  so  great,  and 
such  multitudes  flocked  to  hear  them,  that 
some  friends  of  temperance  thought  no  other 
laborers  would  be  needed  in  order  to  carry 
forward  the  cause  to  its  desired  consummation. 
Some  of  the  reformed  drunkards  might  have 
thought  so  themselves ;  and  that  they  could 
banish  drunkenness  from  the  land.  But  time 
and  facts,  those  great  detectors  of  errors,  have 
shown  the  fallacy  of  such  expectations.

That  which  was 
I  filthy,  remains  filthy  still — if  not  by  the  use 
j  of  strung  drinks,  by  the  practice  of  other  sins. 
If  temperance  is  discussed  on  the  Sabbath,  it 
should  always  be  done  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Sabbath,  and  according  to  the  requirements 
of  Him  who  hath  commanded  all  to  remem¬ 
ber  the  Sabbath  and  keej)  it  holy.  Nothing 
light,  trifling,  and  frivolous  should  be  admit¬ 
ted,  and  nothing  adapted  to  prevent  the  sa¬ 
cred  observance  of  that  holy  day.  If  moral 
and  religious  influences  are  weakened,  the 
cause  of  temperance  will  suffer.  Addresses 
from  the  pulpit,  on  the  Sabbath,  should  ordi¬ 
narily  be  frortt  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  anfl  to 
their  own  congregations.  The  motives  which 
are  urged  to  induce  men  to  cease  from  this,  as 
well  as  other  sins,  should  be  drawn  from,  and 
presented  in,  the  light  of  the  cross  :  that  light 
in  which  the  drunkard  and  the  drunkard- 
maker,  the  user  of  the  drunkard’s  drink,  and 
all  who  knowingly  aid  and  abet  in  perpetua¬ 
ting  his  nefarious  practices,  may  themselves 
see  light. 

It  should  also  be  understood  by  all,  that 
the  people  in  their  civil  capacity,  who  do  not 
wish  longer  to  suffer  the  evils  of  the  liquor 
have  a  perfect  right. throughlhe  Legis¬ 
lature,  that  right  arm  of  the  people  which 
God  has  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  defend 
themselves  against  the  nuisance.  This  mode 
of  self-defence  is  in  accordance  with  the  Bible, 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  nation,  and  of  the 
several  stales.  It  is  required  by  a  due  re¬ 
gard  to  the  great  interests  of  the  people,  and 
of  their  children.  Nor  have  liquor-sellers  any 
right,  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  to  force  the  evils  of  this  ungodly  traffic 
upon  them.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  rights  of 
humanity,  and  a  vicious  way  of  making 
money.  Every  people  who  have  the  power, 
have  also  the  right  to  defend  themselves  and 
their  children  against  this  evil.  And  those 
who  do  their  duly  to  themselves  or  their  chil¬ 
dren,  their  country  or  their  God,  will  not  draw 
back  till  this  work  be  accomplished.  Men 
who  are  making  money  by  the  ruin  of  their 
fellow-men  may  talk  of  their  right  to  do  so, 
and  when  forbidden  to  do  it  may  complain 
that  their  liberty  is  invaded ;  but  their  cries 
will  not  be  heeded,  they  are  not  founded  in 
truth.  Men  have  no  moral  right  to  carry  on 
any  business  to  the  known  injury  of  their 
fellow-men  ;  and  when  the  laws  forbid  it,  they 
have  no  civil  right '  to  do  this.  It  is  both 
morally  and  politically  wrong,  and  ought  to 
be  abhorred  and  abandoned  by  all  men.

There  is  no  virtue  in  this.  Many  rest  con¬ 
tented  with  merely  saying— “  /  wish  I  were 
a  Christian.”

As  he  hovered  about  like 
an  evil  bird  from  day  to  day,  he  perhaps  saw 
that  while  our  first  parents  ale  of  all  the 
trees  of  the  garden,  and  of  one  of  these  trees 
in  the  midst  of  the  garden,  they  did  not  dare 
to  eat  of  the  fruit  of  the  other,  though  it 
seemed  “  good  for  food  and  pleasant  to  the 
eyes.”  He  knew  that  he  himself  had  been 
put  upon  trial  by  God,  and  that  he  had  fallen 
!  by  disobedience ;  and  he  thought,  no  doubt, 
receive  many  :  that  this  tree  was  put  there  lo  try  Adam  and 
Eve.  Perhaps,  too,  he  saw  them  looking  at 
that  tree  with  a  kind  of  awe  and  dread,  and 
he  may  have  overheard  them  speaking  to 
each  other  about  God's  command  to  them, 
not  to  eat  of  that  fruit,  lest  they  should  die. 
As  soon  as  he  had  found  out  this,  we  may 
fancy  that  he  said  to  himself :  “  If  I  can  get 
them  to  eat  of  that  fruit,  God  will  punish 
them  as  he  has  punished  me,  for  he  is  not  a 
man  that  he  should  lie,  nor  the  son  of  man 
that  he  should  change.”  But  how  could  he 
get  them  to  pluck  and  eat  that  fruit?  How 
could  he  gel  near  lo  and  speak  with  them, 
without  calling  up  their  fears,  and  driving  J 
them  away  from  him  ? 

There  were  many  animals  in  the  garden  of 
Eden ;  and  among  them  was  the  serpent 
which  then  had  nothing  about  it  to  frighten 
men,  as  now,  and  which  wise  men  think  was 
so  innocent  and  beautiful  that  Adam  and  Eve 
loved  to  stop,  and  look  at  and  handle  it.  Satan 
entered  into  this  Serpent,  as  in  the  limes  of 
our  Saviour  he  entered  into  men,  children  and 
even  beasts.
